Local police departments, state= 
wide, issued approximately 20,000 
more tickets in 1966 than in 1965, 
Both State Police and the registry 
showed a combined decline of about 
13,000 citations as compared with 
the preceding year due, the re= 
gistrar said, to changed policy 
regarding defective equipment vio= 
lations such as brakes, lights, etc, 
Registry equipment tags were used 
for such violations while the cita= 
tions were issued for moving vio= 
lations only. More than 60,000 
equipment tags were issued by the 
registry and the State Police during 
1966. 

While the total number of cita- 
tions issued by local police depart= 
ments increased by slightly more 
than 10%, some municipalities 
varied widely from the norm, 
Gloucester increased its citations 
by 351%, Falmouth by 254%, and 
Wilmington by 422%, Waltham de= 
clined by 66%, Watertown by 31%, 
and Boston by 13%,

district committee for the Greater Lawrence 


Regional Vocational — Technical High School forgot one 
thing when it announced plans for expanding the program 
and the facilities of a school that is still too young to be 
widely appreciated — the sales pitch. 


They forgot what every 


hard-sell drummer, vacuum 


cleaner salesman and Fuller brush man has known since 
the first of them looked a penny pinching consumer in the 
eye: no matter how solid-Gold the product, it has got to be 
ballyhoo’d to be sold. Or, to state it as an axiom, if the 
customer doesn’t know he needs it, whatever it is, you’re 


dead! 


It is a beginner’s lesson and the Vo-Tech committee has 


learned it the hard way. 


The regional board announced a few weeks ago that it 
wanted authorization from the four partners in its edu- 
cational combine to borrow $2,182,000 for an addition to 
school. The cities and the towns got their first word of 
the plans from the press, hardly politic. A cry of indigna- 


tion arose from some quarters. 

The result was a strategic withdrawal. Confronted with 
demands that it document the need, that it be more spe- 
cific about the educational specifications and the struc- 
tural plans and that it be prepared to detail not only con- 


struction but operating costs, the district board 
agreed to delay the project. 


quickly 
The vote to rescind the re- 


quest for bond authorization followed. 


It was a prudent move. The first test of the proposal 
was to come in North Andover where the local school 
committee was primed to oppose approval. One such defeat 
and the Vo-Tech committee would, under the terms of the 
law establishing the district, have to forget its initial 
request and alter the proposal in order to make a second 


attempt. 


Now that the air is cleared, the committee is in a posi- 
tion to establish a more reasonable deadline for construc- 
tion of the addition it envisions and an orderly procedure 
for informing the communities involved about the values 
they can expect to derive from investment in an expansion 
that will double the enrollment. 


In the meantime, the committee would do well to at 
least solicit the opinion of educators in Andover, Law- 
rence, North Andover and Methuen about the program they 
contemplate and to keep the town governments posted 


along the way as plans develop. The effort should yield 
some worthwhile suggestions, and some valuable support 
when it is time to convince voters. 


And certainly the municipalities in the district should 
be given every advance notice possible on the date for a 


future request for bond authorization. The men who handle 
budget worries are concerned already with the cost of 
major projects and need time for consideration of addi- 


tional commitments. 


Finally, the board would be well advised to schedule 
its next request so that the bond issue can be acted upon 
by a regular, annual Town Meeting in the three communi- 
ties where TM action is required. 


This is the only way to guarantee that the regional 
school proposal will receive the attention it deserves,

The Merrimack between Lowell 
and Haverhill is now rated as Class 
D, Between Haverhill and the mouth 
of the river in Newburyport, it 
varies between Class C and Class 
E, the ultimate level of pollution 
according to state classifications, 

As a Class C stream, the Mer= 
rimack would support some forms 
of fish and it would be regarded as 
suitable for surface recreation, 
Swimming could be permitted in 
a **B’’ river, a greater variety of 
fish life could be supported and 
purification for drinking purposes 
would be a simpler process, 

What position the Town of An= 
dover will take at the April hearing 
has yet to be determined, Its re= 
presentative to the regional 
planning commission, Arthur Neu= 
mark, voted for the ‘*C’’ rating 
with others on that body, but this 
vote represents his view as a 
regional committeeman, The 
Selectmen are due to consider the 
town’s official position at their 
regular meeting on Monday, 

It has been estimated that it 
would cost Andover, Lawrence, 
North Andover and Methuen $21.4 
to build a regional sewage treate 
ment facility that would permit 


bringing the Merrimack to a ‘*C’’ 
level, This is predicated upon the 


supposition, of course, that Lowell 
would built a $27 million plant to 
process the sewage being dumped 
up river, 

In order to meet the standards 
of a ‘‘B’’ classification it is said 
that it would cost Lowell $38.5; 
Greater Lawrence, $28.5; and 
Haverhill, $16.5, 

Most of this added expense for 
the Greater Lawrence area would 
have to be born by Lawrence be= 
cause that city would be required 
to foot the bill for treating the 
water that it dumps into the river 
from storm drains, 

The April 4 hearing is to be 
held at 2 p.m, in the auditorium at 
Lowell State College, 

Appearing there to speak forthe 
Leagues of Women Voters in An= 
dover, North Andover, Lowell, 
Tewksbury, Greater Newburyport

The Leagues’ statement will call

“we recognize that this ‘‘B’’ 
classification is a goal for the 
future, Time and money are the 
requisites for meeting this goal, 
We suggest, however, that the goal 
be set now so that realistic plans 
can be made...”

teachers the voice inschoolaffairs 
the statute intended and have de- 
monstrated a complete lack of 
understanding of the needs of con- 
temporary education and the role 
of the teacher in it,” 

(The Andover School Committee 
signed its first contract with the 
AEA, the local organization for 
professional school personnel, on 
February 14 after peaceful nego~ 
tiations.) 

The Rationale 

Regarding the rationale behind 
the proposed legislation, Hebert 
said; ‘‘Some school committees 
have actually refused to bargain 
with teachers at all, on the absurd 
ground that the statute does not 
apply to them, although this posi 
tion is in direct conflict with the 
plain and unambiguous language of 
the statute itself, and is contrary 
to the legal opinion of the Counsel 
for the Commissioner of Educa= 


tion, 
‘In other communities,’? he 
continued, ‘‘school committees 


have arbitrarily and unilaterally 
submitted school budgets ona ‘take 
it or leave it’? basis, while still 
others have withdrawn previously- 
made offers at the first sign of 
teacher independence in an ob= 
vious attempt to punish teachers 
for exercising their statutory right 
to negotiate,”” 

Hebert said the remedies in the 
statute have not proved effective 
in many cases, prompting the MTA 
to ‘treluctantly come to the con= 
clusion that strikes and work 
stoppages by teachers are neces= 
sary and inevitable in the face of 
the type of school committee in=- 
transigence encountered, . .”’ 

The MTA official added that 
**This is most disturbing toteach= 
ers who have historically de- 
monstrated a deep and abiding 
respect for the law... .”” 

Hebert’s statement continued: 

‘*The present restrictive statu=- 
tory language makes teachers 
second-class citizens by depriving 
them of a right-the rightto strike= 
which is granted to employees in 
the private sector of our economy, 
It seems unreasonable to rule it 
legal on the one hand to bring a 
huge city to a grinding halt in a 
dispute over pennies an hour, and 
on the other hand to rule it illegal 
for teachers to protest intolerable 
educational conditions that dis-= 
sipate their talents and the talents 
of students under their charge,

Examine Trees 


By examining your trees now you 
can spot troubles that lie ahead in 
spring, reports Dr, Philip Rusden, 
pathologist of the Bartlett Tree 
Research Laboratories, Slanting 
rays of March sunlight on barren 
twigs and limbs revealegg masses 
of insects, Bagworms, egg cases 
and cocoons stand out naked against 
the sky. 

Egg masses of tent caterpillars 
are collar-like in shape, com- 
pletely encircling a twig. About 
three-fourths of an inch long, each 
egg mass glistens a dark brown 
and contains several hundred eggs, 
The tent caterpillar prefers apple, 
cherry and sometimes peach and 
pear trees, reports Dr, Rusden, 

Cankerworm or inchworm eggs 
masses lie under the very tips of 
twigs, They areirregular in shape, 
dark brown and shiny, Each egg is 
shaped like a tiny flower pot, and 
there may be 50 or more ina 
cluster, 

Gypsy moth egg masses are 
yellowish brown, big «. i conspi- 
cuous, They are usuauy found on 
the trunks of trees, sides of build- 
ings, stone walls and homes, 

The brown-tail moth winters 
over as asmallcaterpillar ina web 
woven of tiny branchlets, a leaf- 
eater, which usually sppears on 
pears, apple arid peach trees and 
such shade trees as oak, beech, 
willow and some of the shrubs, A 
single web may contain 500 cater= 

illars, 

Eggs of aphids are not as easily 
seen because they are usually 
found in shallow crevices of the 
bark of trees and shrubs, They 
are small, oval and glistening 


black and are common around buds, | 


Leaf rollers, which affect oak 
and apple, deposit their eggs on 


the bark of the trunk, camouflaged | 


to blend with the tree, As many as 
50 eggs may be in a singlecluster, 

Bagworm egg cases may beseen 
hanging in both evergreens and 
deciduous trees. They should be 
clipped off and destroyed before
